Why Use the Purs Bred Seed Corn. 

It is web known hy farmers that in 
the average corn field there is a large 
per cent of stalks without ears, or on¬ 
ly bearing “nubbins.” The purpose of 
pure bred seed com is to secure one 
ear at least to each stalk of corn, and 
this lias been nearly if not quite ac¬ 
complished in selection and pure 
breeding, It is readily seen how this 
secures a great increase of bushels 
per acre over those of the avemge 
corn fields. When planted the regular 
distance apart each way in hills, an 
acre of ground will have 3,300 hills, 
In anything like fair corn land each 
hill Will produce not less than two 
ears, When each Stalk hears an ear 
which it does when pure bred seed is 
used, that would secure 6,600 ears, 
and with average sized ears on good 
laud, it is estimated that 80 will make 
a bushel, It is therefore readily seen 
that With such results over 80 bushels 
of corn may he grown to the acre. 
THse facts illustrate the importance 
of pure bred seed corn, usually when 
more than two stalks are grown to 
the hill the result Is more nubbins 
than ears, and therefore really, less 
bushels of corn. In securing seed 
corn for the coming season it is well 
to consider these things.

, Prevention oi uriim os,s In Trees, 

The use of sulphate of Iron for the 
prevention of chlorosis Is commented 
upon, this chemical being used not 
only to water about the roots, but also 
as a spray to the leaves. When used 
in too strong a solution; It frequently 
Injures the foliage to a very consider¬ 
able extent, 

A treatment is described which con¬ 
sists of thoroughly spraying the trees 
late in autumn with a concentrated 
solution of copper sulphate, This 
treatment has been successfully ap¬ 
plied 1ft a number of Instances, and it 
is further recommended for the hori¬ 
zontal branches of the trees that, cut¬ 
ting through, the bark at intervals of 
about a foot, will aid in admitting 
the Iren salt to the tree and obtain 
more rapid results. Another method 
mentioned Is that of boring small 
holes into the affected trees’ and put¬ 
ting from 4 to 12 gm, of sulphate of 
Iron Into the tree trunk.

EAREY DUCKS FOR MARKET. 

. 

The Duckling at Ten Weeks Is Ready 
For Market. 

Perhaps the most notable departure 
ip the poultry business of late years 
ip the hatching of ducks with incu eat¬ 
ers, fattening the young, birds as rap¬ 
idly as possible, and shipping them 
early to market. The duckling at ten 
weeks weighs four to five pounds and 
sells at a fancy price in a quick mar¬ 
ket for more than a six months’ bird 
will command in the glutted market 
of autumn, to say nothing of the.cost 
of keeping. The early spring chicken 
costs here fully eight cents per pi-und 
to produce, and requires twenty weeks 
to attain the weight that the duck 
gains in ten weeks under the system 
adopted. - ■ 

The” Pekin duck is the favorite, mak¬ 
ing the greatest gain in flesh in the 



shortest time on the young duckling, 
and giving the earliest eggs in the 
season as well as the greatest number 
per year. On Maple Farm the breed 
has been grown for generations in dry 
yards, with no water to exercise in, 
and they seem to have lost all desire 
for swimming. The only water they 
see is what they drink. When confin¬ 
ed in yards and well fed they do quite 
as well, if not better, than when they 
have the liberty of the farm. In 
winter as well as in summer the duck 
stands confinement better than the 
chick. 

CARE OF BEES IN WINTER. 

Dry Cellar of Equal Temperature. 

Honey Natural and Best Food. 

During the Avinter the bees are hud¬ 
dled close together in a compact clus¬ 
ter, the interior of Avbich. is at a not- 
mal temperature, while the space out¬ 
side of it may be even below freez¬ 
ing. As the season* advances, and 
the weather gets warmer, the cluster 
expands itself, brood-rearing begins, 
honey is brought in, but all the work 
done is only inside of the cluster, as 
the temperature is too low outside 
of it to admit of anything to be done. 
As the Aveather gets -warmer the clus¬ 
ter develops and completely fills the 
hive. 

It is a mistake to Avinter bees on 
sugar syrup, or anything but honey, 
except in an extremity—not because 
the bees will not Avinter on syrup, but 
for other reasons. Honey is the natu¬ 
ral, and therefore the best food. The 
work of storing the liquid, curing and 
capping it in the fall, Avhen the bees 
ought to be quiet, shortens their lives; 
in nine cases out of ten a good deal 
of the syrup will be left uncapped 
in the bottoms of the frames, and will 
absorb moisture and deteriorate. 

There probably is no better place 
to winter bees than in a good, dry 
cellar; and if the beginner has such* a 
cellar, I would advise hm to put his 
bees in it for wintering. While this 
is not absolutely necessary for safe - 
wintering, yet there will be a great 
saving of honey to the apiarist, as well 
as better chances for successful win¬ 
tering. If the cellar has a variable 
temperature it will not be as good for 
the bees as would one in which the 
temperature could he kept as nearly 
at 45 degrees as possible. If the cel- j 
lar is of too variable temperature, 
the bees doubtless would be better 
out of doors. There are many ways 
of fixing the hives, but doubtless the 
cheapest plan is to leave on the hive- 
coA'ers, sealed down tight, but with 
the bottom-boards entirely removed 
The first tier of hives should be set 
eight inches apart, and the next tier 
be set in top of tlmse, and directly 
over the space between each two 
hives; the next in the same way on 
top of these, until as high as Wanted.

Methods of Fattening Chickens. 
The relative merits of fattening - 
chickens in pens and crates was stud¬ 
ied with 4 Jots of 6 chickens each. 
In the case of the 2 lots fed in pens 
the average gain per chicken in the 
4 weeks covered by the test Avas 1 lb. 
9,33 oz. . and 2 lbs, 4.5 oz„ the cost 
of a pound of grain being 6.7 cts, and 
5.3 cts., respectively, 

In the case of the lots fed In crates 
the average gain per chicken was 1 lb. 
9.66 bz. and 2 lbs, 2.33 oz„ the cost 
of a pound of gain being 6.2 cts. and 
6.6 cts. The proportion of edible and 
nonedible portions in the dressed 
chickens was recorded in both cases, 
the proportion of dressed carcass be¬ 
ing the larger in the case of the chick- 
OPS fed ifi crates, while the flesh of 
the pen-fed birds, it is stated, was 
Slightly the yellower,—-Canada Expt, 
Farm Rpts.

Definite Standards Best. 

' On general principles, we should 
raise the standard of -our breeding 
stock, for it is axiomatic that Ayhere 
there is no progression there will be 
retrogression. Further evidence 
of the need for improvement may be 
found in the variety of types—the 
striking lack of uniformity—among 
the exhibits of the same breed that 
may he seen in any show ring of im¬ 
portance, This is due either to the 
lack of a Avell-understood ideal among 
( breeders or to variations in their 
standards among judges. A breed 
can not effecthmiy do its share in the 
improvement of the natiA r e stock until 
its promoters have a definite stand¬ 
ard in vjeAv, and the breed which is 
the most uniform in the type shown 
by its individuals will be the one to 
transmit its characteristics most Avhen 
its blood is infused into that of na¬ 
tive stock. 

Another reason Avhy American 
breeding stock needs improvement 
may be seen in the large influence ex¬ 
erted upon the stock-breeding inter¬ 
ests by animals bred in foreign lands. 
If breeding animals can he brought 
to the country • each year by the 
thousand apd sold at a profit, and if 
home-bred animals compare unfavor¬ 
ably with those imported ones when 
they meet in the show - ring, it cer¬ 
tainly argues the need of improve¬ 
ment in American breeding stock. 

For a Choking Cow. 

A neighbor once found a very valu¬ 
able Jersey coav in great danger of 
choking to death from having a small 
potato lodged in the throat. He tried 
every way he could to relieve her but 
had about concluded that she was past 
help when a stranger came along and 
at once took in the situation, “Friend 
get me a pint of Avarm water and I’ll 
cure your coav in a jifiy.” The Avater 
was procured and poured in her ears. 
She immediately began to struggle 
and shake her head so violently that 
the potato Avas swallowed and five 
minutes later Avas feeding at the stack 
as well as ever.—Field and Farm. 

Tests on Swine Feeding. 

The relative merits of pasturing 
pigs and feeding in pens was tested 
at the Maritime Provinces Farm with 
2 lots of 10 animals each. The lot 
pastured for I months and then fed 
in a pen for 1 month made an aver¬ 
age daily gain of 1.06 lbs. per head, at 
a cost of 3.04 cts. per pound, as com¬ 
pared AVith 0.8 lb. and 4.05 cts. in the 
case of the lot fed in the pens for the 
entire period. 

At the Manitoba Experimental Farm 
4 pigs fed spelt gained 389 pounds as 
compared AVith 407 lbs. in the case of 
a similar lot fed mixed grain, the cal¬ 
culated profit in the tAVO cases being 
$8.00 and $9.75. “The pen animals 
fed on mixed grain consumed 25 lbs. 
more grain during the fattening period 
than those fed on spelt.”—Canada 
Expt. Farms Rpt.

Situated Near the Ho^ie Adds a 
Homelike Air, 

Fruits are not valuable iu the diet 
because of the actual amount of nu¬ 
triment which they contain, hut be¬ 
cause of the aid that they give to di¬ 
gestion, They assist materially in a 
healthy intestinal action, and their 
use in greater abundance will result 
in better health for the.family, and to 
a considerable extent reduce the cost 
Of living. 

Moreover, in these days we hear 
muon about various preservatives 
which are put into many, of the can¬ 
ned goods sold on the market. If 
fruit is canned and preserved at home 
this danger will be obviated, and I 
leave it to any one who appreciates 
something good to eat ivhether the 
marmalades, jellies and preserves 
made in the farmer’s own kitchen, by 
his AVife or daughter, are not superior 
to anything Avhich can usually be pur¬ 
chased in the stores. 

The location of a fruit garden near 
the house will assist materially in 
making things more homelike, a point 
Avhich every' farmer should have in 
mind. Too frequently the fences about 
the home are broken down, and their 
places taken by masses of weeds and 
briars, Avhile the last coat of paint on 
the house Avas probably put there a 
considerable time since by Messrs. 
Run, Wind and Weather. These things 
should not be, and the presence of a 
well-tilled block of fruit trees adja¬ 
cent to the house certainly assists in 
making the surroundings homelike 
and cheerful. 

So says a bulletin issued by the 
North Carolina State board of agri¬ 
culture. Does the rapid increase in 
the use of fruit so remarkable during 
the past half-century indicate, a cor¬ 
responding advance in the general in¬ 
telligence of people? It is flattering 
to the vanity of this age to so con¬ 
sider it.

OLD RELICS FOR WORLD’S FAIR. 

A Tablecloth Over One Hundred and 
Thirty Years Old. 

Among the m.ost interesting histori¬ 
cal relics to he seen at the World’s 
Fair will he a tablecloth more than 
130 years old. 

This tablecloth is in the possession 
of W. F, Crane and his sister, M.ss 
Kate Crane, of No. 3110 Washington 
boulevard. 

It is an heirloom in their family. It 
belonged originally to Nancy Lane, 
who more than 100 years ago lived 
near Peelcskill, N. Y. It Avas designed 
and Avoven for her in France some 
time before the United S.ates flag was 
designed and adopted. 

The tablecloth is in a remarkable 
state of preservation. It is Avoven of 
Irish damask linen, and is about two 
yards square. 

Its central design embodies various¬ 
ly planned designs for the United 
States flag, Avhich up to the time of its 
weaving had not been adopted. 

The centre field represents a large 
eagle with the shield. In one of its 
talons is a bunch of arrows, in the 
other the olive branch, 

The motto beneath in large type is: 

• ■•••«••••••«••> • ••*••••«* * ««•<>••»•(* 

: “We Offer Peace. Ready for War.” : 

From the beak of the eagle extends 
a scroll hearing the motto, “B I’luri- 
bus Unum,” and further above is the 
grouping of the thirteen stars, denot¬ 
ing the colonies. 

Throughout the body of the cloth 
are groupings of olive blossoms with 
leaves, and two sizes of the olive 
fruit, one size showing the fruit In a 
state of formation, in the other fully 
matured. 

Below the eagle’s claws appears a 
pole, surmounted by the liberty cap, 
and two more designs of the United 
States flag, evidently submitted, but 
not adopted, 

One shows thirteen plain stripes, 
representing the colonies, the other a 
second design of stripes dotted with 
thirteen small polka dots, denoting the 
colonies. 

The cloth is hemmed in infinitesimal 
stitches by hand. 

There are hardly any breaks in the 
linen, except in the centre, and the 
darning Is sd fine that the stitches 
cannot be detected with the naked 
eye.—St, Louis Republic. j

ONE HORSE RUNS RAILROAD. 


Unique Conveyance for Passengers 

and Freight Between Maine Towns. 

One of the unique things in Maine 
is the one horse car which transports 
passengers, mail, express and freight 
from Gilead to Hastings. It is four 
miles or so from the Grand Trunk 
station at Gilead to the village of 
Hastings, in a valley almost on the 
line between Maine, and NewHamp- 
shire. A few years ago, when Hast¬ 
ings was more prosperous, a railway 
w-3 built between these villages on 
the carriage road along Wild River 
Valley. 

A locomotive, built for this rail¬ 
road, made four trips or so daily, con¬ 
necting with each passenger train 
over the Grand Trunk. Recently the 
railway locomotive was taken off and 
a horse substituted. The animal is 
harnessed to a light car, in which pas¬ 
se- -ers, mail, express and freight are 
stowed. It ,is hard footing for the 
horse along the railroad ties, and the 
animal seldom goes faster than a 
walk. The trip is made once a day.

And Meat Hung in Its Branches Be¬ 
comes Tender. 

M. de Parkville, in the Journal des 
Debats, announces a discovery which 
should be of interest to Jerseyites 
and other dwellers beneath the curse 
of the mosquito—a tree which makes 
things so unpleasant for the pestifer¬ 
ous little insect that it will not come 
within a radius of a hundred yards 
of the vicinity in which the tree 
grows. 

The tree is a native of China, and 
its effect on the insect was discovered 
by accident. In the English settle¬ 
ment on the banks of the Si-Kiang 
River one of the houses surrounded 
by these (called papaya) was found 
to be free from the pest, while the 
other houses in the neighborhood were 
infested by mosquitoes. However, 
after a cyclone, during which the pa¬ 
paya were demolished, the insects 'ap¬ 
peared there in full force. 

The papaya has also the property 
of making meat tender when hung in 
its branches, and this, together with 
the fact that the sap of the tree is used 
in medicine as an aid to digestion, 
would seem to indicate that its effect 
is semi-digestive.

Presidential Succession. 

The Presidential succession is fix¬ 
ed by chapter 4 of the acts of the 49 th 
Congress, first session. In case of the 
removal, death, resignation or inabil¬ 
ity of both the President and Vice 
President, then the Secretary of State 
shall act as President until the disabil¬ 
ity of the President or Vice President 
is removed or a President is elected. 
If there be no Secretary of State then- 
the Secretary of the Treasury will act, 
and the remainder of the order of suc¬ 
cession is: Secretary of War, Attor¬ 
ney General, Postmaster General, Sec¬ 
retary of, the Navy and Secretary of 
the Interior (the offices of Secretary 
of Agriculture and Commerce were 
created after the passage of .the act).- 
The acting President must, upon tak¬ 
ing office, convene Congress, if not at 
the time in session, giving 20 days’ 
notice.- The act applies only to such 
cabinet offices as shall have been ap¬ 
pointed by the advice and consent of 
the Senate and are eligible under the

Butterfly Harvesting. 

Travellers in Berlin visiting the ad¬ 
jacent country in the Spring are sur¬ 
prised to see- thg trees in the woods 
gayly dressed in gauze as if for a ball. 
The gauze, which ,is put around the 
short branches, is tied up near the 
trunk of the tree and is not intended 
for decorative use, but is the work of 
the butterfly harvesters. 

It is well known that many butter¬ 
flies are valuable, and unique speci¬ 
mens in good condition will bring 
good prices. In catching a full-fledg¬ 
ed butterfly there is always danger 
of injuring its delicate wings and de- 
stfoying or lessening its value. To 
obtain the butterflies in the most sat¬ 
isfactory manner the collectors raise 
their own specimens, and they choose 
the woods for the grazing ground. 
With boxes of caterpillars on nests of 
leaves, they repair to the outskirts of 
Berlin, and place the worms on the 
limbs, where they will have a suffi¬ 
cient quantity of food of the proper 
kind and live under natural condi¬ 
tions. The gauze is placed carefully 
over each limb after a sufficient n im- 
ber of the caterpilars have been plac¬ 
ed on it, and left to make their co¬ 
coons, when the harvest is gathe/ed. 
Trees dressed in this way present a 
peculiar appearance. 


Korea the Pathway of Nations. 

Nothing encourages' the study of 
geography like war. It was in T 871 
that Americans' began to look up 
Korea on the map, for at that time 
we were at war with her; but there 
was only one battle, and in that bat¬ 
tle only one man was killed—on our 
side.

The cost of producing, milk and but¬ 
ter can be greatly reduced by replac- 
ing*a part of the concentrates in the 
daily ration of the cow with some 
roughness rich in protein, such as al- 
taifa or cowpea hay.

A ton of alfalfa or pea hay can be 
produced at a cost of from $3 to $5, 
whereas wheat bran costs from $26 
to $ 25 , From two to three tons of 
pea hay and from three to five tonB 
of alfalfa can be obtained from an 
acre of land; hence there is a great 
advantage in the utilization of these 
roughnesses in the place of wheat 
bran.

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HISTORY OF KISSING. 


“Their Breaths with Sweetmeats 
Tainted Are," Says Mercutfo. 

The story runs that kissing was in¬ 
troduced into England by Rowena, the 
daughter of Hengist, the Saxon. At 
•the banquet which was given by the 
British monarch In honor of his al¬ 
lies, the Princess, after pressing the 
brimming beaker to her lips, saluted 
the astonished and delighted Vorti- 
gern with a little kiss after the man¬ 
ner of her own- people. So well did 
the kiss thrive in the genial climate 
of England that it gradually grew into 
an every day enjoyment, and the En¬ 
glish soon became celebrated far and 
near as a kissing people. In fact, so 
far had their celebrity spread in this 
respect that when Cavendish, the bio¬ 
grapher of the great “child of honor, 
Cardinal Wolsey,” visited a French 
nobleman at his chateau, the lady of 
the house, on entering the room with 
her train of attendant maidens, for 
the purpose of welcoming the guest 
of her husband, thus accosted him: 

“Forasmuch as you be an English¬ 
man, whose custom it is in your coun¬ 
try to kiss all ladies and gentlewomen 
without offense, and although it be not 
so in this realm, yet will I he so bold 
as to kiss you. and so shall all my 
maidens." Whereupon the rafters of 
the chateau rang again with the heart¬ 
iness of the osculation no doubt to 
the great satisfaction of the fair cha¬ 
telaine herself, her many and merry 
maidens, and, above all to the modest 
Cavendish. 

In the rrign of Edward IV. a guest 
was expected on his arrival, and also 
on his departure, to salute not only 
his hostess, but all the ladies of the 
family. In fact no occasion for bestow¬ 
ing a kiss was lost, and Shakespeare 
makes bluff King Hal say at Wolsey’s 
banquet at Hampton Court Palace, 
after he had 'danced with Anne Bol- 
eyn, “I was unmannerly to take you 
out and not to kiss you.” 

From England kissing found its way 
to America, though it is to be regret- 
ed, remarks a contemporary, that the 
fathers of the country were altogether 
too Puritanical to give the delicious 
pastime full swing. It was to be done 
decorously and in order and woe be¬ 
tide the loving husband who dared to 
invade the sa-ctity of the Sabbath by 
kissing his wife on that day. 

To such a degree had the practice 
of kissing atta.ned in England that 
ladies were accu'tomed to use kissing 
comfits, eomnosefl of ambergris and 
other ingredients, for the purpose of 
sweetening their breath. These, be¬ 
yond all question, were the forerunners 
of the cachotis and other objection¬ 
able things with which many of the 
present day taint their breath. “Their 
breaths with sweetmeats tainted 
are.” says Mereutio.

But the custom of universal kissing s 
In England fell into disuse. In the f 
time of those ascetic moriarchs, Will- a 
jam and Mary, it was very little prac- a 
ticed. and from that -time onwards 
greatly declined until at last it was “ 
practiced between unmarried people 
only on occasions—such, for instance, 
as when a girl is caught asleep, or un¬ 
der the mistletoe.

Good Lamb Producing Ewes. 

Most every farmer can profitably 
handle a flock of sheep, but he should 
maintain ewes which will produce 
first-class market lambs. 

Such a flock of ewes should be 
strong in constitution and show gen¬ 
eral thrift; they should be deep in 
body, well sprung in rib and specially 
long, to provide room for the grow¬ 
ing lamb; they should show quality 
and freedom from coarseness about 
the face, head and neck. Uniformity 
is desirable because the feeder and fat 
stock markets favor a uniform lot of 
lambs. The ewes should be prolific— 
i, e„ producing lambs each year, rath¬ 
er than irregular breeders—and their 
nursing properties should be empha¬ 
sized.

Honey Producing. 

It is proposed to establish a model 
apiary of 50 or 60 colonies of bees at 
the Arlington Experimental Farm, as 
one of the breeding stations of the 
races or types of bees which are un¬ 
der observation, at the department of 
agriculture. Queens of the Caucasian, 
Cyprian, Dalamatian, Italian, and Car- 
niolan races will be imported for 
breeding purposes and testing in dif¬ 
ferent sections of the country. Pos¬ 
sibly an importation of the bees of the 
Far East, particularly of the large 
races of Giant Bees of India, one spe¬ 
cies of which is found in the Philip¬ 
pines. It is believed that these lmes 
would secure the nectar from flowers 
with deep corolla tubes, such as the 
red clover, etc., the sweets in which 
are, for the greater part, beyond the 
reach of our ordinary races. 


Coal .Ashes and Soil. 

There is little fertility in coal ashes, 
but they can be made of some use in 
the garden. If the soil is hard and 
compact an addition of coal ashes will 
do it'good. They may be put on liber¬ 
ally. Most soils are improved in tex¬ 
ture by them. But plant food of some 
kind should of course be added, so ne¬ 
ttling which is in an available fo—n. 
The ashes aid to keep the ground 
moist. A mulch of them is excel’ mt 
for currants and gooseberries, wh’ch 
enjoy a soil that is damp and c^ol. 
Around pear trees they are good, "ud 
should do as well for other kindr of 
fruit trees. There are uses for coal 
ashes where there is a garden.' Quite 
a quantity can be disnosed of every 
■year. 


White and Brown Leghorns were 
the first varieties known. Modern 
breeders are responsible for some of 
the subvarieties of the breed. The 
Leghorn fowl holds the same place 
among poultry that the Jersey holds 
among cattle. The question of profit 
in poultry has been decided in favor 
of egg-producing breeds. They are 
light eaters and the cost of raising 
them to maturity is about one-half 
of the Asiatic varieties. They mature 
early, feather quickly, the pullets 
often begin laying when 4 months 
old, and cockerels crow at the same 
age. They are the best layers, aver¬ 
aging between 150 and 200 eggs per 
year. Their eggs are pure white in 
color, and weigh about 10 to the 
pound. As table fowls they are fair¬ 
ly good. By many they are consider¬ 
ed excellent. The only thing that 
can be said against them is that they 
are small in size. Altogether," they 
are one of the most profitable breeds 
of poultry that can be kept on the 
[farm, and the .cheapness of their 
keeping will allow the raising of 
two Leghorns for the cost of one 
Asiatic. They must be warmly hous¬ 
ed in winter to lay well and to protect 
their pendulous wattles from frost¬ 
bite.

Machine to Candle Eggs. 

A Denver commission man has in¬ 
vented a machine to candle eggs and 
if it proves successful It will mean a 
reduction of thousands of dollars 
now spent for labor. The machine Is 
constructed in such a way that if an 
,egg. does not come iip to standard 
weight it is shifted aside of into’a box 
which contains rotten eggs, Then 
again if an egg is not quite up to the 
standard and above the weight of a 
rotten egg, say like a state egg, it is 
shifted by the machine into a case of 
Kansas eggs. The principle upon 
which the candling of eggs is based 
is simply the weight of the egg, A 
ca.se of- selected fancy fresh ranch 
eggs, that is thirty dozen, weighs 
about sixty pounds. A case of state 
eggs, which are watery, stale and 
shrunken, weighs about forty-five 
while a case of rotten eggs weighs 
about thirty pounds or half as much 
as a case of selects.—Field and Farm,

Depends Upon Well Fed Cows, Per¬ 
fect Cleanliness and Vigilance. 

One must have good cows, as some 
cows will not make good butter no 
difference how cared for. They must 
have good feed and feed that will 
not taste in the hutter as some cows 
will always tell in the milk what they 
have been eating. Cleanliness in 
making in making and in utensils 
is very essential. Keep milk cool, 
if the cream separator is not used. 
If cool enough you will never have 
to skim sour milk, and therein lies 
one of the most essential elements 
of good hutter. Never skim over 36 
hours old if there does a little skim 
of cream come after, it is good for the 
pigs. Keep your cream jar from sour¬ 
ing until full and if not enough cows 
to fill in three or four days skim deep¬ 
er and then bring near the fire and 
sour immediately. Stir frequently 
while gathering cream. Some cows 
will make white butter all the year 
round, hut at the same time it is 
good butter and for that reason use 
a very small amount of coloring mat¬ 
ter, say three drops in a two gallon 
jar. If your cream is good it will 
take from 15 to 30 minutes to churn. 
Draw off the butter milk, with hutter 
in churn, into bowl and 'salt. Use a 
medium cup of salt to five pounds 
of butter. Work evenly into butter 
and set in a medium warm room. Aft¬ 
er it has stood two or three hours 
work all water and surplus salt out, 
mold and it is ready for the market. 
Do not let it get cold and set after 
salting, for that will spoil the grain, 
as you can not work satisfactory. 
You have now a butter that will keep 
sweet for weeks. But if put with 
strong butter it will soon absorb the 
ofior. Rancid butter is made from 
overripe cream and may taste when 
taken from the churn all right, but in 
a few hours it’s the same old sour 
cream.—Ind Parmer.

pattern surmounts the tower, with a 
rod which connects with a pump at 
the base. The creamery is fourteen 
by sixteen feet with a piazza of the 
same size in front. The former is 
clap-boarded to the belt, and shingled 
above. The tank, B, which occupies 
the second story of the tower, is eight 
feet in diameter at the base and six 
feet high. Its actual capacity is 1,883 
gallons. The ice-house, C, is furred 
up inside with studding, three by four 
inches, two feet apart, to which is 
nailed a lining of matched boards. 
The creamery, D, is thirteen and a 
half by fifteen feet inside. At II are 
creamers, which are supplied With 
water through pipes leading from the 
tank through the Ice-house, by means 
of which water is cooled. At G- is 
a churn, which may be worked by 
power in the annex E or, if by hand, 
the annex may be omitted, At H is a 
butter molder, and J is the Veranda. 
A structure like this will not only 
afford convenience for the care of 
milk and making hutter, but furnish 
an ample supply of ice and water 
for general purposes. It should, if 
practicable, be set on ground So 
high that pipes leading from the tank 
will convey water to all parts of the 
dwelling house. 


Filtering to Absorb Germs. 

In the past few years it has become 
quite a fad With dairymen, to draw 
the milk from the cow into a pail 
covered with a bat of absorbent cot¬ 
ton, The claim is made that the cot¬ 
ton retains the bacteria or germs that 
might otherwise reach the milk in 
the paii, but dairy teachers say that 
this statement is overdrawn. As a 
factor in securing absolutely clean 
milk, the cotton is very valuable, 
providing if is renewed when it has 
been used but a short time, as noth¬ 
ing but very soluble "dirt" can pass 
through it, but while dry cotton will 
prevent germs from passing through 
It, wet cotton will not and as a germ 
arrester the wet cotton is nearly val¬ 
ueless, Despite this fact, we consider 
its use a good thing and advise that 
it be adopted in all dairies.

Lessens Wear on the Machine and 
Work For the Farmer. 

The operator should aim to secure 
two things If he expects his machine 
to do good work: (1) A perfectly true 
:1 motion of the bowl, and ( 2 ) a suffi- 
te cient speed (which must be uniform) 
to create force for separating. 

In order to have the perfect motion 
of the bond, the machine must be set 
y level and be kept clean and well oiled. 

i The oil should he thin, or light, so 
_ that it will not gum the wearing parts. 

I A heavy oil will make the machine 
’• 1 run hard and will gum quickly on 1 
” j small, high speed bearings. All the 1 
; bearings of the machine should be 
frequently flushed with coal-oil. It is 
well to make a run about once in two 
[ or three weeks, using coal-oil on all 
j the bearings. This keeps the parts 
free from gum and washes out grit 
or sand that may have blown into 
them. It is an excellent plan to have 
a cover of close woven cloth or oil¬ 
cloth, that can he kept over the ma¬ 
chine while it is not in operation. 
This will keep out dust and sand and 
will add materially to the lasting pow¬ 
ers of the machine. The separator 
should be set up on a good solid 
floor so that it will not move about as 
the operator turns the crank. 

J Uniform centrifugal force is obtain¬ 
ed by turning the crank at a given 
; speed at all times and giving the 
j crank an equal pressure at all, points 
in Us circuit around its axis. All ma¬ 
chines have marked upon them, or 
given in the instruction book, the 
A number of revolutions tbe ' crank 
■ should make per minute. Follow 
i; these instructions, counting the num- 
. 1 her of revolutions each time the ma-

is maintained. This is a point in 
which much careless work is clone. 
Too many gness at the speed, and 
they seldom guess right. It is a good 
rule never to guess at anything when 
it is possible to know. The writer 
has found variation all the way from 
25 to 75 revolutions xmr minute In 
the operation of machines by guess. 

At neither of these extremes would 
the operator believe that he was ; 
wrong, until he had been made to 
count the number of revolutions by 
the watch. 3 

The life of a separator depends 1 
mainly upon the factors just pointed 1 
out. A machine that is allowed to 1 
run when gummy or dirty may wear 
out in a year. If kept free from dirt , 
and well oiled, it will last a number < 
ot years. One of the objections urg- ( 
ed against the separator has 'been that 1 
it would not be properly handled and 1 
that one or two years’ service would s 
wear the machine out. After visiting 
several hundred farms and inspecting s 
as many machines, the writer has con- j 
eluded that the farmers, as a whole, 1 
are taking much better care of their e 
separators, mechanically, than was t 
anticipated. Machines have been f 
noted that had seen several years’ ser- n 
vice and were still practically as good ii 
as new. In a few instances, careless t 
operators had nearly worn a machine t 
out in less than twelve months. The o 
farmer never bought a machine before ti 
in the use of which he was so fre- I, 
quently and urgently reminded that a 
he must take care of it. y 

Speed has already been discussed u 
but it should be noted here that the t’ 
greater the speed the greater the cen¬ 
trifugal force, and thus the greater ^ 
the efficiency in separation.

Prevencioi-i of Chiorosis In Trees. 

The use of sulphate of iron for the 
prevention of chlorosis is commented 
upon, this chemical being used not 
only to water about the roots, but also 
as a spray to the leaves. When used 
in too strong a solution; it frequently 
injures the foliage to a very consider¬ 
able extent. 

A treatment is described which con¬ 
sists of thoroughly spraying the tress, 
late in autumn with a concentrated, 
solution of copper sulphate. This 
treatment has been successfully ap¬ 
plied in a number of instances, and it 
is further recommended for the hori¬ 
zontal branches of the trees that, cut¬ 
ting through the bark at intervals of 
about a foot, will aid in admitting 
the iron salt to the tree and obtain 
more rapid results. Another method 
mentioned is that of boring small 
holes into the affected trees and put¬ 
ting from 4 to 12 gm. of sulphate of 
iron into the tree trunk.

We believe it is better to feed 
lambs three times a day, although the 
common practice is to feed only twice 
Those who have practiced feeding 
three times a day claim as an advan¬ 
tage for this method that larger quan¬ 
tities of grain may he consumed with 
less danger of injury than by giving 
but two. Good healthy sheep require 
from three to 8% bushels of com for 
each 100 head daily. In addition to 
this they should he given all the hay 
they will eat, provided they do not 
make gluttons of themselves and be¬ 
come potbellied, Lambs do not re¬ 
quire so much corn as aged sheep hut 
should not he stinted in the alfalfa 
diet. One hundred head of Iambs 
would naturally require from two to 
three bushels of corn daily. Aged 
ewes should be given food iu quantity 
just between that required for lambs 
and sturdy wethers. One thing must 
he done in preparing feed for aged 
ewes and that is corn aud other hard 
feeds should be ground. Never give 
-them hard feed as their teeth are 
usually so bad they cannot mas¬ 
ticate the kernels properly and as a 
result their feed does not digest and 
produce fat as it would otherwise 
do, Beet pulp makes excellent feed 
for ewes that “have lost their teeth 
but without grain they will not make
